PEAKING last night at one of the biggest

FARMERS’ RESOLUTION ON 
THE CRISIS. 


Frou OUR Own CoRRESPONDENT. 


CORK, Sunday. 

At a special meeting of the Standing Com- 
mittee of Cork Farmers’ Union held yester- 
day, the following résolution, proposed by 
Mr. D. L. O’Gorman, seconded by Mr. W. 
Appleby, was passed, and it was directed 
that copies be sent to the President of the 
Executive Council and the Minister for Agvi- 
culture :— 
“That we direct the attention of the 
Government to the terrible position of 
farmers in the present crisis. Parkers are 
cempelled to cash their perishable produce 
at below the cost of production, and the 
prospects of disposing of their autumn 
stocks of cattle at anything approaching 
economic values are very dismal. They are 
unable to meet their creditors or to retain 
their employés, and their depleted cash 
resources are at the point of exhaustion. 
“Unless a settlement of the issues in dispute 
between our country and Great Britain is 
brought abont immediately by arbitration or 
negotiation they will be unable to fulfil their 
obligations to their families, to local authori- 
ties or to the State much longer. 
“ We further point out that farmers are 
the only class in the Free State who have 
been called upon to make sacrifices in this 
fight.”’ .

On the crumbling cliffs in Suffolk, close to 


the site of the variished Cathedral City of 
Dunwich, impressive Services were held 
yesterday, and pilgrims from all parts of Kast 
Anglia participated in the religious cere- 
monies. 

Early in the seventh century, when Sigebert 
became King of East Anglia, Dunwich was 
chosen as his capital, and it became the 
nursery of Christiamty. in Eastern Britain. 
According to Bede, a bishopric was founded 
in 630, the name of the first bishop being 
Felix. 

By the middle of the eleventh century Dun

Karly in the reign of Edward IIL the 
attacks of the sea made fresh headway at this 
spot. In 1347 over 400 houses were destroyed 
In 1570, after a terrible storm, appeal war 
made to Elizabeth, but the wealthy old port 
was gradually engulfed. } 

Only a few relics now remain, including the 
ivy-covered walls of the Franciscan monas 
tery; one or two tombstones on the edge of 
the cliff, and the bases of two columns. 

During the past few years, in the month 
of August, Services of Remembrance have 
been held on the cliff near Dunwich. They 
were inaugurated about six years ago by the 
Rev. Father Davidson, of Aldeburgh, and the 
Rey. Father Mason, of Southwold. 

In a large tent, pitched in a meadow on 
the top of the cliff, mass was said yesterday 
morning by Father Davidson. In the after- 
noon there was a procession of pilgrims to the 
remains of the ancient cemetery on the cliff 
edge, where the ceremony of the blessing of 
the sea took place. 

The procession then returned to the tent, 
where a sermon was preached by the Rev 
Father Ronald Knox, which was followed by 
Benediction of the Blessed Sacrament.

Herr von Papen’s Programme, 

Yesterday Herr von Papen, in a speech 
to Westphalian farmers at Minster which 
was broadcast throughout the Fatherland, 
announced the financial, industrial and 
political programme of his Government. 
His financial plans are marshalled under 
six headings, and they contain little that 
is startling. Indeed, their substance can 
be described in a sentence. They are based 
on a presumption that the worst of the 
world depression has been endured, and 
accordingly no depreciation of the reichs- 
mark and no currency experiments are 
contemplated ; trust is placed in the future 
of private enterprise, which will be 
assisted with 2,000,000,000 marks, and an 
extensive programme of public work is 
projected. This is the quintessence of 
orthodoxy, and the only remarkable 
feature is the method by which the 
2,600,000,000 marks will be obtained. 
Here a sound orthodoxy again predomi- 
nates; for Herr von Papen is anxious to 
nullify the effects of those taxes that mili- 
tate against production—notably the 
‘“‘turnover’’ and transportation taxes— 
and, accordingly, will enable their payers 
to borrow back the money in the form ot 
certificates which will be 1epayable between 
1934 and 1938. This device is expected to 
provide about three-quarters of the 
original figure ; the rest will be furnished 
by a grant, and altogether it is hoped 
that some 1,750,000 unemployed will find 
work. Finally, employers will be permitted 
to reduce wages only if the money thus 
saved is devoted to the provision of addi- 
tional employment. 

How far this programme will satisfy Ger- 
many s agitated population remains to be 
seen.

General O’Duffy has revealed his 
hopes that the Olympic Games of 1940 may 
be held in this country. Every Irishman 
will wish well to this bold design. The 
eight years that must elapse before it can 
become a fact will teem for Ireland with 
trials and difficulties, but the spirit of 
sportsmanship, now, as we hope, inculcated 
into her young men, is the best insurance 
for the ccuntry in hér unhappy divisions. 


Foreigners in France. 


Before the War England was regarded 
as the most favoured retreat for foreigners 
who had been obliged to leave their own 
countries. From banished royalty to un- 
successful leaders of Balkan revolts, they 
sought refuge on her hospitable shores, 
and they were allowed to remain so long 
as they behaved themselves. To-day, 
according to the latest statistics, France 
has taken England’s place as the 
foster-mother of Europe. A decline 
of population in the rural dis- 
tricts of the country has made it 
the most obvious resort of thousands, rich 
and poor, who have been glad to exchange 
their native maelstrom of politics and 
patriotism for the more tranquil air of a 
bourgeois republicanism. Of some 386,000 
foreigners, now in permanent residence 
within French territory, Italy has con- 
tributed more than any other country. In 
the Midi more than 24,000 Italian farmers 
have procured holdings of land, which 
they work in communities on a principle 
of share and share alike; and the more 
prosperous Italians . in possession of 
private estates or in control of commercial 
undertakings number nearly fifteen 
thousand. Farm labourers and foresters 
throughout France include another 41,000 
Italians, besides 32,000 Poles, who 
evidently find their natural sphere in 
manual work. Belgium, Spain and 
Germany are represented by large 
numbers, but fewer than 200 persons from 
the British Isles have been induced to 
start businesses in the country. These 
foreigners are not on!y tolerated, but wel- 
come, guests; for they help to compensate 
for the movement towards the towns which 
has menaced French agriculture durinz 
recent years. In time, however, their 
presence may create a new problem. The 
birth-rate among them is twice that of the 
French themselves, and, although many of 
them become naturalised, they must tend 
to form colonies of alien blood in the heart 
of France. 
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Practical Jokes. 


Last week the organisers of tr= National 
Radio Exhibition at Olympia received 
notice of an impending visit from the 
‘Sultan of Muskeesh,’’ with a request 
for a suitable reception. H- arrived. duly 
in a car flying the French flag, and he 
and his ‘‘ eguerry,” who wore green 
turbans, ycllow robes and sandals, pre- 
sented an imposingly oriental appearance. 
The organisers, however, were suspicious, 
and the visitors, finding themselves con- 
fronted, not with bowing officials, but 
with two uniformed policemen, retired in 
confusion. Some twenty years ago two 
very audacious jokes of this kind were 
more successful. In one case the British 
Navy, and in the other an ancient 
university, were induced to render high 
honour and lavish entertainment to two 
entirely bogus potentiates, with their 
equally bogus suites. Now, it seems, the 
trick has been played once too often. The 
first four decades of. the nineteenth 
century Were the palmy period of the 
practical joke. It was asually crude and 
frequently cruel, in accordance with the 
humour of the day. Theodore Hook 
provided a typical specimen when, by 
means of forged orders, he caused 
hundreds of articles, including household 
provisions, many drays of coal and two 
hearses, to be sent simultaneously to the 
house of an acquaintance. Jn more recent 
times the practical joker has preferred to 
play, more or less harm!essly, with such 
weaknesses of human naituro as the love 
of titles, the craving for publicity, and 
the pomposity of official persons. A few 
years ago in France scores of literary and 
artistic people were persuaded to sub.

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R. MOLLISON left New York at 
Y4 11.50 yesterday morning (New York 
time) to fly to St. John, New nswick, 
on the first lap of his return journey 
across the Atlantic. He was expected to 
reach St. John about six o'clock last 
evening, but encountered thick fog, and 
landed in a field at Nerepis, eighteen 
miles from St. John, at 6.30. The fog 
prevented him from landing at the air- 


rt. 

To-day he will go on to Harbour Grace,, 
whence, after a stop for re-fuelling, he 
intends to “ hop off ”’ direct to Croydon. 
Except on this last lap of his flight, when 
he will carry a few raisins, a little barley 
sugar and some brandy, he is taking no 
food whatever with him. 

Mr. Mollison set out to the Roosevelt 
Field, New York, as soon as he learnt. 
from Dr. Kimball, the American weather 
expert, that weather conditions were now 
sufficiently favourable for the attempt. 
According to Dr. Kimball’s report, he was 
warned that there was a slight fog over 
St. John, but fair weather might be 
expected over the Atlantic. 

When he left his hotel Mr, Mollison 
was escorted to the aerodtome by motor 
cycle police, the acting British Consul- 
General and other officials. 

The two mechanics who flew on ahead of 
Mr. Mollison to prepare for his arrival at 
Harbour Grace, and were forced down by 
fog at Grand Manan Island, New 
Brunswick, arrived at Harbour Grace 
yesterday morning. 


FAIR WEATHER.

ACCIDENT NEAR

BELFAST, Sunday Night.

WARS IN LATIN 
AMERICA. 


HARD-PRESSED RIO WANTS 
PEACE, 

RGENT peace moves in Rio de 

Janeiro, the Brazilian Federal 

capital, have followed reports of further 

rebel ‘successes at strategical centres, 

report Reuter’s correspondents in South 
America. 

A deputation of business, scientific and 
literary leaders, who waited ‘on the 
Minister of Marine and urged the need of 
ending the “' fratricidal conflict,’’ were 
well received, and it is believed that 
emissaries will now be sent to Sao Paulo 
charged with exploring the possibility of 
an honourable settlement. 

Hitherto the rebels have rejected the 
peace terms offered by the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

\The Federal Government, moreover, is 
seriously handicapped by unrest in Rio de 
Janeiro itself. General Flores da Cunha, 
hurriedly recalled from the front, has 
arrived by air to take charge of the situa- 
tion in the capital. 

Reports are current that no fewer than 
15,000 men have been sacrificed in the 
civil war. 


ECUADOR’S TURN. 


Civil war is threatened in Eucador in 
consequence of the revolt of the Quito 
garrison and the proclamation of Seftor 
Neptali Bonifaz as President of Ecuador 
by the garrison and Labour movement in 
(Juoto. 

Faced with this coup d’état by Sefior 
Bonifaz, who was elected President last 
autumn, but was declared ineligible by 
Congress on the ground that he was not a 
citizen of Ecuador, Congress has fled to 
Rio Bamba, where it is meeting under the 
leadership of the Minister of War. 

From there it is djrecting operations 
against Quito, on which Federal troops 
from Rio Bamba and Ambato are march- 
ing. Fighting is reported to have taken 
place, but owing to the censorship no con. 
firmation can be obtained. Sefior Bonifaz, 
the newly proclaimed President, has de- 
clared Congress to be dissolved. 

He counts on Labour support to assist 
him in retaining the Presidency. 

While the Suito garrison is in his 
favour, the movement has not yet spread 
beyond the capital, and the remaining 
cities in the country are undecided in their 
attitude. The provisional President, 
Sefior Baquerizo Moreno, has taken refuge 
in the Argentine Legation in Quito. 


BOLIVIA AND PARAGUAY.

LOSS OF £1,500,000 
PER WEEK, 
cotton strike, which threatens to 
paralyse one of Britain’s. greatest 
industries and throw at least 200,000 
operatives out of work, begins to-day. 

For the moment, this strike concerns 
the manufacturing section only, but, if it 
be úr asa the whole cotton industry, 
involving over half a million oí people, 
will come to a stand-still. 

Yesterday the workers conferred among 
themselves, and the employers did like- 
wise, but the two interests did not mest. 
A state of deadlock exists. 

Both parties realise the enormous harm 
that can be done by a strike at a time 
when Britain is trying desperately to rise 
from the slump of world depression. The 
two interests spend hours consulting 
among themselves, but the tragedy is 
that they are not consulting together. 

“There has been no development, so 
far as negotiations go, since Friday 
evening,’’ said Mr. Luke Bates, Secretary 
of the Northern Counties Textile Trades’ 
Federation, to a Press reporter yesterday. 
“ That means that the strike will take its 
course. '' 

Mr. John H. Grey, Chairman of the 
Cotton Spinners’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association, said: ‘‘ We are still waiting, 
and we are doing nothing further in the 
matter.’’ 


HOW DISPUTE BEGAN, 


The dispute began when a proposal was 
put forward by the employers for a reduc- 
tion of 124 per cent. in wages, but this 
was later reduced to 10 per cent. 

For three days representatives of the 
employers and of the cotton workers met, 
and on Friday evening last negotiations 
broke down. 

The point at issue was the reinstate- 
ment of some 2,000 operatives from ten 
mills who had lost their jobs as a result 
of a strike during previous troubles. 

‘The employers offered to take on the 
dismissed men when vacancies occurred, 
but the men demanded instant reinstate- 
ment. 

This was the cause: of the breach, and 
it is understood that the actual question 
of wages’ cuts was never reached during 
the discussion. 

When the mills closed at noon on Satur. 
day the strike had officially started, and 
200,000 weavers were out of work. iut 
how far the strike call will be obeyed 
will not be known until the time when 
the factory whistles blow this morning. 
Then the magnitude of the strike will: be 
assessable. 


TEN MILLS IN DOUBT. 


There is a doubt about ten Lancashire 
cotton-manufacturing centres. At some of 
these the operatives have either entered 
into separate agreements with their em- 
ployers for wages reductions, or the 
employers have not posted notices of 
cuts 

If the stoppage is complete, experts con- 
sider that Britain will lose £1,000,000 
worth of business a week, and the cotton 
workers £500,000 in wages per week. 

A tour of the cotton districts yesterday 
showed how Lancashire feels about it. 
Clearly written on the faces of all men, 
women and girls was gloom and black 
despair. They talked of the damage that 
was done to the coal industry after the 
strike of 1926, and they wondered if 
history would repeat itself in their own 
trade. 

They knew that, with foreign competi- 
tion keener than ever, the strike might 
easily do irreparable harm to the industry, 
which is their complete mainstay. 

Hope was expressed in some official 
quarters in Lancashire that the Prime 
Minister may intervene, or that Sir Horace 
Wilson, the chief industrial adviser to the 
Government, may take a hand in the 
matter. 

Sir Horace has just returned from 
Ottawa. He was largely instrumental in 
bringing to an end the cotton dispute of 
1929. 

But if action is to be taken, it will have 
to be taken speedily to save the North of 
England from entering into what promises 
to be one of the greatest and bitterest of 
Britain’s industria] disputes.

DUN LAOGHAIRE'S 
GREETING 


The members of the Irish Olympic team 
were given a wonderful reception on their 
arrival in Dublin on Saturday evening. 
Thousands of cheering people lined the 
principal streets, and 750 members oí the 
Dublin Metropolitan Guards were on duty 
to deal with the crowds. 

There were many thousands of people 
waiting at Dun- Laoghaire to welcome the 
‘team. The crowd were undemonstrative 
at first, and watched in silence the three 
aeroplanes of the Irish Aero Club dipping 
and circling over the boat: but as the 
Scotia neared her moorings a neighbourin 
railway engine set up a shrill, svalemned 
peal of welcome, and the people on the pier 
and front began to clap and cheer. 

The Olympic team, in their green 
blazers and white trousers, were standing 
in the bow of the boat, accompanied by 
General O’Duffy and by Mr. Henry 
Brennan and Mr. J. J. McGilton, who had 
gone across to Holyhead in the morning to 
meet them. Before any of the regular 


passengers were allowed to land, a special 
gangway was run across to the steamer, 
and Mr. Derrig, Mr. W. T. Cosgrave and 
Senator O'Hanlon (chairman of the Recep- 
tion Committee) went on board to shake 
hands with the athletes. 

As they made their way off the Scotia 
to the cars which were to take them into 
Dublin, the Olympic team were greeted 
by a large number of people on the pier, 
among whom were Mr. Tisdall’s mother 


and his wife, as well as a great many 
prominent public men and officials. Dr. 
O'Callaghan was first off the boat. and he 
was immediately seized upon and con- 
gratulated by a crowd of friends. Mr. 
Tisdall had to undergo the same ordeal 
before he was allowed to proceed to his 
car. 

The four motor cars waiting outside the 
pier were decked with the Irish and 
Olympic colours, and the car of honour 


(which contained Dr. O'Callaghan, Mr. 
Tisdall, Mrs. Tisdall, junior; General 
O’Duffy and Senator O'Hanlon) was also 
decorated with laurel wreaths. The other 
cars contained the rest of the téam and 


members of the Reception Committee. 


AT BALLSBRIDGE, 

The real demonstration did not start 
until Ballsbridge was reached, though here 
and there along the road were groups of 
onlookers, who cheered as the cars went 
by. At Ballsbridge, however, a great 
crowd was already gathered, and the cars 
halted until an ode of honour had been 
sung by the Tailteann Choir, under Mr. 
Vincent O'Brien. 

In the meantime the athletes and bands 
had been getting ready, and in a short time 
the procession moved off to Dublin. It 
was headed by a decorated car, bearing the 


inscription: ‘‘ Ireland Welcomes her 
Olympic Team,” and following this was 
the No. 1 Army Band and a contingent of 
Army athletes. Next came the four cars 


of honour, and after them the main body 
of athletes, two thousand schoolboys, and 
at least a dozen bands. A number of well- 
known athletes of former days took part in 
the procession, including Mr. Justice 
Meredith. No finer welcome could have 


been desired, and none that was more 
colourful. Runners, footballers, rowing 
men, golf and tennis players and boxers, 
all took part in the march, their multi- 
coloured blazers and caps making a fine 
show. The procession was well over a 
mile long, and as it neared the city the 


crowd df spectators became more and more 
dense. \ 


CIVIC WELCOME. 


RED ROBED COUNCILLORS. 

A halt was made at the Mansion House, 
where the Lord Mayor and the members of 
the Corporation were waiting, in their 
scarlet robes, to welcome the athletes to 


the city. The members of the team 
descended from their cars, and 'the Lord 
Mayor made a short speech. 

On behalf of the Corporation and of the 
citizens of Dublin, he said, he had the 
honour to extend a very cordial welcome 
to the members of the Irish Olympic Team 
on their return from Los Angeles. Lreland 
was justly proud of them, and, in par- 
ticular, of the magnificent performances of 
Messrs. O'Callaghan and Tisdall, who 
brought us victory in two of the events. 
They had added further honours to their 
own and to Ireland’s wreath of fame.
